That means that less than four per¬ 
cent of the material is active. In this slightly 
enriched form, the uranium reacts as a 
steady, entirely controllable heat source.

Supervisors Have 
Adopted Tax 
Program Relief 

County supervisors recent¬ 
ly adopted a 15 point legis¬ 
lative program — including 
a demand for immediate 
property tax relief — which 
they will pursue in the state 
legislature. 

Supervisor Warren Dorn 
said there is a "dire .need for 
property tax reiief and we 
must obtain state passage of 
a bill to provide for $1.55 
million to California’s coiun- 
ties for relief.” 

The measure, Assembly 
Bill 272, provides that con¬ 
tinuation of the state sales 
tax at four cents into 1968-69 
would be contingent upon a 
legislative appropriation of 
$155 million for property tax 
relief. 

"The provision of such 
property tax relief through 
the counties is the only 
method of providing uniform 
relief to the taxpayers,” add¬ 
ed Dorn. 

Other points of the pro¬ 
gram i n c 1 .u d e permitting 
counties to use the same 
revenue sources as cities 
(the connty’s main source 
now is property taxes), re¬ 
vision of state-county part¬ 
nership operations, revision 
of state highway fund allo¬ 
cations and state financial 
participation in the Commu¬ 
nity Work and Training Pro¬ 
gram.
